BILLS OF SIMILAR AIM PENDING. 


- By the decision of the United States Su- 
‘preme Court that the City of Chicago has the 
right. to regulate rates charged by the private 
water company in Rogers Park, members of 
ihe city Law department and many attorneys 
hold that the right of municipalities to con- 
trol the prices charged for public utilities has 
been established. The sole obstacle to pre- 
yent this decision applying to street railway 
companies, gas companies, and other quasi- 
public corporations, they contend, is that the 
right to regulate water rates is defined by 
special statute, and thus it may be necessary 
for the State Legislature to enact similar 
legislation toward other public utilities be- 
fore street car fares and gas rates can bere- | 
duced. 
However, as bills granting the city this 
Tight over street railway and gas companies 
have been introduced at Springfield, it is held 
that thé Legislature has no reason for hot 
granting the necessary authority. Through 
the Supreme Court's decision in the water 
case the city is given the absolute power to 
protect citizens from extortionate rates 
for public utilities. Should the companies 
6ppose any reductions they must prove in 
court that the hew tariff fixed by the munici- 
‘pal authorities is “‘ unreasonable.”’ 


| Strong. Ruling of State Court. 
The decision of the Federal Supreme Court 
ithe Rogers Park case confirmed the opin- 
fon Handed down by the Miinois Supreme 
judiciary in 1899, holding that municipalities 
tight to reyise rates chai 
publie utilities When occd#ion demands or 
when, through changing circutnstances, the 
rates appear “ extortianate.’’ In the 
‘Federal Supreme Court's decision were in- 
eiifed cases involving water companies at 
Freeport and Danville, but in the two latter 
instances the problem at issue hall.to do only 
With the rental paid by the cities to the cor- 
perations. In the Rogers Park matter the 
fates charged private consumers were in- 

yolved. ‘ 
Zhe Rogers Park case has been a point of 
Contention for more than four years. The 
Water company in that suburb is a private 
corporation. Annexation of the district to 


Council passing an ordinance on Oct. 18, 1897, 
making water rates in Rogers Park the 
Samme as in Chicago.

‘MAY PERMIT COMPETITION. 


The Chicago Telephone company is charged 
with exceeding the rates permitted by its 
franchise, and an order has been prepared 
in the Corporation Counsel's office which 
will be made the basis for an attempt to se- 
cure reductions. Thé measure, it is planned, 
will be presented to the Council after reor- 
ganization following the election, and will 
be considered in connection with the recom- 
mendation of the Gas, Oil, and Electric Light 
committee that a franchise be granted the 
United Telegraph, Telephone, and Electric 
company. 

The action is based on the theory that 
lower rates should be secured not from com- 
petition in what is regarded as a natural 
monopoly but by controlling the monopoly 
as far as possible. 

A resolution asking that measures be taken 
to force the Chicago Telephone co ny to 
return to the rates gtipulated by its ordinance 
has been prepared and is in the possession of 
one of the Aldermen. 


Increases Made in Rates. 


the different kinds of service of the company 
with the rates which were agreed on when 
the company obtained its franchise show 
that increases have been made which are as- 
eerted to be illegal. 

In the ordinance passed on Jan. 4, 1889, the 
company agreed to maintain business tele- 
phones for $125 a yearin the district bounded 
by North avenue, the North Branch, Divi- 
sion street, Western avenue, Twenty-first 
street, Ashland avenue, the river, Thirty- 
first street, Clark street, Thirty-ninth street, 
and the lake, including nearly every business 
locality in the city. It also was stipulated 
that within a mile of the central offices of 
the company the rate should be $100 a year. 
Increases were allowed for varying distances 
from the central office. 

When the improved methods came into use 
and the company was able to supplant the 
old instruments with'new appliances a vary- 
ing scale of prices wag made, which, accord- 
ing to the city : has run as high as 
$250. 


New Scale of Prices. 

The rates now charged, according to the 
comparison which has beeh made, are gs 
follows: 

Long distance, business, unlimited service, $175. 

Long distance, residence, unlimited service, $125 
to $250. 

Business, grounded line, $125. 

Residence, grounded line, $100. 

y lines, depending upon number of persons, 
$60 or more. 

The section of the franchise ordinance by 
which the rates were specified is as follows: 

“And said company during the time for 
which this ordinance is granted shal! not in- 
crease to its present or future subscrib- 
ers the rattes for telephone service now estab- 
lished.”’ . 

Ambiguity in the Ordinance. 

Sufficient ambiguity was left tn the word- 
ing of the ordinance to permit the company 
to make the varying rates it has established. 
The words “‘ now established,” as read by the 
company, mean the service. The city offi- 
cials join the words to the rates. The com- 
pany alleges that it is charging the stipulated 
rate for the service established when it 
secured its grant and that the increases have 
been made when improved service was of- 
fered. 

From the company’s view point it has a 
right to charge an extra rate for an im- 
proved long distance service, such as was 
not contemplated when it secured its fran- 
chise. 


‘SETTLE CHAMBERLAIN SUIT.

While the umbrella-holdup was succeseful, 
the robber was soon landed in jail. His ac- 
tions had attracted the suspicions of Detec- 
tive Doherty of the new city police station, 
and just as the robber left his victim Doherty 


let after the fleeing footpad and the fellow 
stopped. When locked up he gave his name 
as Andrew Bolan. . 

The robbery and the capture took place in 
Laflin street, near Forty-seventh street, at 7 
o’clock in the evening. 


Robber Presents a Revolver. 


Bade, who lives at 2316 Archer avenue, was 
on his way home at the time of the robbery. 
He is employed by William Dohle, Forty- 
sixth street and Cross avenue. While walk- 
ing south on Laflin street Badetobserved a 
man approaching with an umbrella held in 
such a position as to conceal his face. Two 
or three people were passing on the opposite 
side of the street. Bade was about to pass 
the stranger when he found himself lobking 
into a revolver barrel, as the stranger sud- 
denly switched the umbrella around so ag te 
cut off the view from the opposite side of 
the street. 

“* Now that we're out of the damp,” said the 
fellow, ‘‘ you may as well hand over your 
money. Be quick about it.” 

Bade hesitated and the robber shifted the 
umbrella so he could hold it with the arm of 
his revolver hand. 

“Don’t make a sound or I'll hurt you,” 
warned the robber, as with his free hand he 
reached for Bade’s pockets. : 

“Here's $10,” said Bade, who was thorough- 
ly frightened. It's all I have.” 


Detective Gives Chase. 


The robber pocketed the money and started 
away just as Detective Doherty, who had 
been standing in a shadow on the opposite 
side of the street, ran up and called on him 
to halt. The robber took to his heels. 

Doherty fired a shet in the air and theman 
slackened his pace. Then Doherty ran up 
and put the fellow under arrest. 


Jewelers’ Clerk a Thief. 


The jewelry firm of Nordah! & Olson, 449 
Milwaukee avenue, has solved the mystery 
of a series of thefts which have been at- 
tributed to shoplifters. Edward Anderson, 
a trusted clerk of the jewelry house, is un- 
der arrest.

This 
is my first night home, and I want to get set- 
tled and see my family before I do anything 
else.”” 

“ Father's work at Joliet was light, he be- 
ing employed as hospital bookkeeper,” said 
his son, “ and he was treated with every con- 
sideration. He hasn't considered his future 
plans and probably will not for some time.” 

State’s Attorney Deneen had expected Mr. 
Berger’s parole. “‘He was the first banker 
to accept the judgment of the court without 
appeal,” said the State’s Attorney, “ thereby 
saving the State both money and time. In 
consideration of this it was agreed that an 
effort should be made to shorten his term, 
At the time he was taken to Joliet I wrote a 
letter to that effect to the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles, and have been expecting every 
day to hear of his release.”’ 

Besides the recommendation of Mr. Deneen 
a letter from Judge Waterman, before whom 
Mr. Berger was convicted, had great weight 
in securing the parole. There will be no at- 
tempt made by . Berger or his friends to 
secure a full pardon. 


Will Not Seek Full Pardon. 

“Mr. Berger was convicted of a misde- 
meanor, not a felony,” said his attorney, 
Sydney @tein, last night, “and he could 
have been punished merely by a fine instead 
of imprisonment. The fact that the charge 
was a misdemeanor saves him from being 
deprived of his citizenship and there is no 
benefit which a full pardon could give Mr. 
Berger that the parole does not.” 

While Mr. Berger once more enjoys free 
air, his partner, BE. 8. Dreyer, still occupies 
a cell at the County Jalil, pending the de-

MORE TROUBLE 1S FEARED. 


LONDON, March 26.—A dispatch from 
Paris states on the highest authority that a 
mine has been discovered beneath the palace 
of Emperor Nicholas at Tzarskoe-Selo, sev- 
enteen miles south of St. Petersburg. 

Several notabilities, the dispatch further 
says, are implicated in the plot against his 
Majesty. The Russian press was not per- 
mitted to mention the affair. 

Alexander Palace, in which the mine is sald 
to have been found, is one of a number of 
buildings in Tzarskoe Park, seventeen miles 
south of St. Petersburg. It is the imperial 
pleasure ground, used more in summer than 
in winter, and the Czar removed to it only 
a few days ago, when it was said he fled from 
St. Petersburg to escape a threatening dan- 
ger to his person there. 


Tzarskoe Park Historical. 

Tsarskoe Park, with its palaces and artt- 
ficial waterways, was laid out by Catherine 
II. 125 years ago and was her favorite place 
of residence. It is one of the most famous 
of the imperial country seats. In the park is 
a model Russian farm, a Chinese theater, 
and a Chinese village, built to satisfy a whim 
of Empress Catherine. Near the Alexander 
Palate is another, called by Catherine the 
Hermitage, and used by her as a retreat when 
perfect solitude was desired. It is now an art 
gallery containing some of the most precious 
pictures in the world and priceless antiquities 
from Scythia, Italy, Greece, Persia, and As- 
syria. One of its halis is devoted to innu- 
mérable relics of Peter the Great. 
‘The park is laid out with fine driveways 
and is the scéne of the imperia! sieighing 
perties in winter. It is adorned with a great 
number of statues and arches erected by 
Catherine in honor of her favorites, and 
among its pavilions is the famous “ break- 
fast grotto,” in which the orders of diners 
descend with their plates with a mechanical 
device through the table and floor to the 
chef’s room below, the table also disappear- 
ing through the floor when the meal is done. 


Is Favorite of Czar Nicholas. 
Nicholas II. spent his honeymoon at 
Tzarskoe in 1804, and has made periodical 
trips to it since. The city is eighteen miles 
square, and its largest building, the palace 
in which the mine is reported to have been 
found, is 750 feet long. The village of Tzar- 
skoe nearby has a population of 17,000, in- 
cluding a garrison of 10,000. 


Say Ruler Is Unnerved._. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
BIRMINGHAM, March 26.—A St. Peters- 
burg dispatch to tHe Post says the Czar is 


in the far East, but lacks the will to oppose 
them. The student troubles and the numer- 
ous threats that have been made against 
himself have completely unnerved his Ma- 
jesty and his physicians have urged him to 
take a yachting cruise. The Czar has re- 
fused to accept thelr advice owing to the 
troubled state of affairs in the empire. 


General Orders to Police. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 26.—A circular 
issued by the Minister of the Interior blames 
the police for not crushing the demonstra- 
tions at the outset by the dispersion of gather- 
ing. crowds. It is said the police must learn 
where and when demonstrations are planned 
and mass their forces there. Above all, order 
must be restored at any cost, and the authori- 
tiles must not fear to use the necessary force 
and severity. The military, the circular fur- 
ther says, can be called upon when firing is 
necessary and the cavalry may be summoned 
upon any occasion to clear the streets. 
The Russian Authors’ Mutual Aid associa- 
tion, founded by the Russian Literary society, 
has been ordcred to close its premises, owing 
te a protest of the authorities during the 
recent riots issued a short timeago._- 

A student at the St. Petersburg University, 
named Proskuriakoff, who had been sen- 
tenced to two years’ military service and 
drafted into a regiment soon to leave for 
Turkestan; a woman student, named Smir- 
nova, and Lieutenant Kutness of a sapper 
battalion, have been found dead near Yama- 
burg, in the St. Petersburg Province.

DENIES BREAKUP OF DREIBUND. 


Inspired Article in North German Ga- 
gette Declares Rumor of Italian 
‘Defection Is Untrue. 


BERLIN, March 26.—The insistence ‘of the 
French newspapers that Italy is contemplat- 
ing withdrawing, from the dreibund, owing 
to the obligations imposed by that alliance 
being the cause of Italy's financial difficul- 
ties, has called out an inspired statement 
in the semi-official North German Gazette 
to the effect that the allies never imposed 
upon Italy any suggestions in regard to the 
employment of the Italian army. 

The dreibund allows the complete freedom 
of the three allies in regard to fixing the 
strength of their land and sea forces. They 
can reduce them if desired in accordance 
with the internal requirements of the state 
concerned, | 

The North German Gazette thinks it de- 
sirable to ‘‘ emphasize this fact in view of 
the legend, designedly propagated in several] 
localities, that the financial difficulties of 
Italy are connected with the obligations im- 
posed by the dreibund. No such obligations 
exist.’’ 


VILLAGE OF KRUPRIK BURNED. 


Revolt Led by Sheik Hamid-ed-Dit 
Sweeping Through Province 
of Yemen. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 26.—The well- 
' known Arab Sheik, Hamid-ed-Dit, has again 
raised the standard of revolt against Turkish 
rule in Yemen, one of the principal divisions 
of Arabia. The village near Monastir, which 
it was announced yesterday has been burned, 
is named Kruprik. Onehundred and seventy 
houses in the place are reported to have been 
destroyed by the marauders and a number 
of the inhabitants, who are made up of Mus- 
sulmans and Bulgarians, are said to have 
been killed. 


Fear Australian Steamer Is Lost. 
MELBOURNE, March 26.—Wreckage which has

Article in French Law of Associations 
Contemplates Disposal of Confis- 
cated Property. 


PARIS, March 26.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties today entered upon the discussion of 
article xv. of the law of associations bill, 
which deals with the property of illegal as- 
sociations. An amendment of small impor- 
tance was adopted, and the Chamber ad- 
journed. During the afternoon M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, the Premier, was in conference 
with the special committee having the billin 
charge and an important modification was 
made in article xvii., which provides for the 
disposal of the property of congregations 
confiscated under the bill. 

Instead of being devoted to old age pen- 
sions, this property will be utilized for the 
assistance of children, old people, and per- 
sons sick and incurable, for whom na special 
fund exists, as well as the necessitous 
members of the dissolved congregations. 

M. Waldeck-Rousseau intimated grants 
of money could thus be devoted to the cam- 
paign against tuberculosis, which is assum- 
ing considerable importance in France.

The Pretoria and Bloemfontein correspond- 
ents of the Times send long diapatches, ad- 
mitting that Lord Kitchener's policy and 
operations have failed to achieve the re- 
sults hoped for, and pointing out that the 
British public must be prepared fo return 
to the origina] policy of occupying districts 
and studding the country with military 
posts as the only means of effecting com- 
plete pacification. 


French Brings in Prisoners. 

A dispatch dated Vryheid, March 25, says: 

‘General French, with Dartnal’s and 
Pulteney’s columns, arrived here today, hay- 
ing killed, wounded, or captured 1,200 Boers, 
He has also taken several! cannon, 1,000 rifles, 
1,800 wagons, and 226,000 head of horses, cat- 
tle, and sheep.” 

This dispatch is regarded ase giving the total 
of General French's captures throughout his 
operations. It indicates, therefore, the cap- 
ture of one additional gun and of additional 
Boers and war material. 


_ Kruger Talks of Delarey’s Work. 

The Amsterdam correspondent of the Daily

The cost 
of the improvements {s estimated at between 
$35,000 and $50,000. 
| The Rev. Ernest M. Stites, pastor of the 
church, states that he may have additional 
improvements and innovations to make before 
the repairs contemplated are completed. 

Grace Church has bres a landmark on 
the South Side and at the time of the great 
fire many people were housed in it. The 
structure is of stone and was most carefully 
and substantially built. 

Many of its first members have either moved 
away or died, but the congregation has been 
kept up by new members joining, and today 
holds its own among the Episcopa! churches 
of the South Side. Rumors have circulated 
from time to time that this church would 
follow many others and move from the neigh- 
borhood. Dr. Stires says that no serious 
thoughts of such a change ever have been 
entertained, and points to the present plans 
for extensive improvements in proof of the 
purpose to stay. 

The clock and chimes are to be among the 
finest in the West. They were donated to the

CHCAGO “TRAMS” OUT OF DATE. 


So Says Sidney Traffic Superintendent, 
- Who Came to Copy and Finds Out 
What to Avoid. 


John Kneeshaw, Traffic Superintendent of 
the New South Wales Government Tram- 
ways, who is in this country to investigate 
American methods of street railway traffic, 
is at the Auditorium Annex. He already 
has visited New York, Boston, Cleveland, 
Montreal, and Toronto, and he gave it as his 
opinion yesterday that Chicago was behind 
the times in the matter of surface street rall- 
roads. 

“] hope to learn more about your surface 
roads, as I intend to remain here several 


‘days,’ he said, ** but from the little 1 have 


seen already It strikes me that Chicago is not 
up to date in this matter. it certainly is not 
to be compared with New York, Boston, or 
Cleveland, nor the Canadian cities I have 
visited. Your cars, as a rule, are bad, and 
your cable system is out of date. Wealready 
have converted most of our cable systems 
into overhead trolley roads, and hope to com- 
plete the work within a comparatively short 
time. There is no doubt In my mfhd as to 
the superiority of the trolley, both in point 
of excellence and service, and cheapness of 
construction. lam surprised it has not before 
this superseded the cable system in Chicago. 
I understand there is much opposition to its 
use in the business part of the city, but i 
consider this an unreasonable prejudice. 

“The government ownership and opera- 
tion of tramwaysy in Sidney has proved an 
unqualified success. We have increased the 
efficiency of our service and have so cheap- 
ened the fares that we are carrying passen- 
gers for an average of three and one-half 
cents. We charge two cents for every * sec- 
tion,’ a section being about a mile and a half 
in length. You carry passengers a greater 
distance for less money than we, but our 
average rate of fare is less. We carry pas- 
sengers in Sidney for about half the price 
demanded in Melbourne, where private com- 
panies own and operate the roads. 

‘I also think our employés receive better 
treatment on the whole than they do in this 
country. We pay our conductors at the be- 
ginning $1.56 a day, and this is "advanced to 
about $1.80. In order of merit they are then 
promoted to drivers and receive $2 a day. 
We give each of them three weeks’ vacation 
a year with full pay, and, as the government 
owns the entire railroad system of the coun- 
try, they are aiso given passes, so that dur- 
ing their vacation they can take their wives 
and three children and travel over all the 
railroads. We also provide them with two 
uniforms a year and a watch.”’

The Hollanders who live south of Grand 

ng are accused of cutting the dikes 
at Ninety-fifth and State streets and at 

Bighty-seventh street and the Illinois Cen- 

tral tracks, presumably to prevent the flood- 

ing of their truck farms. Frank E. David- 

son Claimed the act of the farmers was fel- 

ony and could be heavily punished. He an- 
~ nounced that the city had placed two police- 
men at each dike to act as guards. The po- 
licemen at the Eighty-seventh street dam 
will be given a tent, stove, and bunk, and 
will be kept there until either ‘the water sub- 
sides Or some plan has been formulated. 

There were five plans presented before the 
meeting, as follows: 

A temporary drain into the Seventy-third street 
pewer. 

Rebuild. the pumping station at Seventy-ninth 
street and Greenwood boulevard. 

Clear the Stony Island avenue ditch and enlarge 
the culvert under the Illinois Central tracks at 
Seventy-ninth street. 

Put in a temporary ten horse-power engine and 
pump out the flood’ through the Seventy-ninth 
gireet. culvert. 

Lower the Eighty-seventh street culvert and re- 
nd dams at Ninety-fifth and Eighty-seventh 
streets, 


Citizens Demand Immediate Relief.

BOILER PERIL FOR PROFIT 


ENGINEER TELLS OF EMPLOYERS 
WHO TAMPER WITH MACHINERY. 


Declares at the Doremus Inquest That 
He Has Worked for Men Who Manip- 
niated the Steam Apparatus to a 
Point Where Explosion Might Re- 
sult—Gives Names te the Coroner 
and Recommends New Ordinance— 
Say Inspectors Visited the Laundry. 


Employers who have so manipulated their 
boilers as to endanger the lives of their em- 
ployés came to the notice of Coroner Traeger 
yesterday. During the progress of the Do- 
remus explosion inquest Robert E. Pegel, a 
stationary engineer, was called’ as'an expert. 
He declared that he had been forced to quit 
a position which paid $1,200 a year because 
his employer insisted on him taking a course 
that’ invited an explosion. 

“No engineer should let his employer tell 
him how to run hjs engine,”’ said Pegel. “I 
quit a $1,200 a year position a few months 
ago because my employer wanted me to use 
caustic soda in cleaning the boilers. I quit 
mry job rather than do things which probably 
caused that laundry boiler to explode. 

** I worked in one place where my employer 
had the safety valve screwed down so it 
would not blow off until there was over 100 
pounds of pressure. This was done during 
my absence for the purpose of increasing the 
working capacity of the boiler. As soon as 
I discovered what had been done I adjusted 
the safety valve as it was before it had been 
tampered with. Employers sometimes order 
an engineer to carry a steam pressure in ex- 


“In another place where I worked the 
boss put the steam gauge back five pounds.”’

We are not 
given proper protection under the law.” 

Speaking of the Doremus boiler. which he 
had examined after the explosion, Pegel 
said: | 

* I saw pieces of tubing which showed signs 
of corrosion. The flues were stripped. 1 ex- 
amined one of the heads of the boiler and 
found that one-third of the rivets in the 
main seam had been pulled out without dam- 
aging the rivet holes. My opinion is that 
the shell of the boiler gave out and that 
caused the explosion. There are several 
ways im which the accident might have been 
caused. I regard it as dangerous to use 
caustic soda in cleaning boilers.”’ 

Before retiring the witness asked the jury 
to recommend such changes in the boiler in- 
spection ordinance as will give an engineer 
full control over the plant under his charge 
and prevent employers from interfering. 


Tells of an Inspection. 


Thomas G. Brady, 355 Hastings street, who 
was employed at the laundry for three years, 
but became sick the Saturday before the ex- 
plosion, said the boller was inspected by the 
city authorities last March or April. 

“ There were two men and they came ina 
covered wagon,” he said. ‘On the side of 
the wagon were the words: ‘ City Boiler In- 
spector.’ I was in the engine-room while the 
boiler was being inspected. They began in- 
specting at 7 o’clock in the morning and got 
through at 10 o'clock. . They turned water 
into the boiler and I heard them say that the 
pressure was either twenty-six or forty 
pounds. When the inspectors went out they 
said: ‘ All right.’ I don’t know whether they 
referred to the boiler.”’ 

The testimony of other witnesses tended to 
show that the boiler had been inspected once 
a year since it was installed in 1895.

WATER RATE RULING IS GIVEN 
VAST SCOPE. . 


Many Lawyers Declare the Action of 
the Supreme Court in Upholding H1i- 
nois Tribunal’s Decision Gives City 
Power Over Traction, Gas, and All 
Quasi-Pablic Corporations—See Au- 
thority Under It to Readjust Charges 
Under Changing Conditions,

a declaration on the part of the village that 
such rates were reasonable. 

‘The legal effect was to establish, prima 
facie, the corporation, in order to discharge 
the duty it owed to the public, must supply 
the commodity it had been created to supply 
at the prices named in theordinance. It was 
a mode of regulating and enforcing the dis- 
charge of a legal duty—net a proposition 
looking toward a contract. No contract was 
necessary to create an obligation on the 
part of the corporation to supply water ata 
reasonable rate, for that rested upon it as 
a duty.” 


Ruling on a “ Reasonable Rate.” 

As to the question of a *' reasonable rate,” 
the opinion continues: 

‘‘A rate or price reasonable and just when 
fixed may, in the future, become so unrea- 
sonably high that the exaction of such rate 
or price is but an extortion. The duty ofthe 
corporation does not, however, change, but 
remains the same—that is, to exact only rea- 
sonable compensation. The power of the 
State to enforce that duty is not exhausted 


by its exercise in the first or any subsequent | 


instance, but it is continuous, and may be 
exerted from time to time, whenever neces- 
sary to serve the public. Whenever the evil 
of extortion exists the power to eradicate it 
may besuccessfully invoked. In the exerctse 
of that power by the State, or by a municipal- 
ity exercising the power by delegation from 
the State, there is no admixture whatever of 
any contractual element, nor does the cor- 
poration against whom the power Is exercised 
obtain an? vested property interest or prop- 
erty right in the scale of rates believed at any 
particular time to be reasonable maximum 
prices for the article to be supplied by the 
corporation.”’ 


May Apply to Other Corporatious.. 


This definition quasi-public corpora- 
tions, their rights, and the power of super- 
vision held by municipalities and the State, 
was held then to be most far-reaching. Re- 
cently an ordinance was passed by the City 
Council making the price of gas 75 centsa 
thousand feet instead of $1 net now prevall- 
ing. The validity of this ordinance is now 
pending before the United States District 
Court. As to street ear fares, nearly all the 
existing franchises prescribed that a rate of 
not *‘ more than five cents ”’ shall be charged. 
It is held that this water case decision may 
have much effect on any legislation toward 
securing lower fares. 

When the ordinance leveling water rates 
was introduced in the Council it was passed 
on first by the Judiciary committee, of which 
Charlies M. Walker, now Corporation Coun- 
gel, was chairman. In 1899, with an eye to 
the State Supreme Court's decision in this 
case, he rendered an opinion holding it prob- 
able that the city had the right to regulate 
gas rates.*A number of former Corporation 
Counsels have held that street car rates may 
be regulated in the same way under powers 
conferred in the act granting municipalities 
the right to regulate the charges of cabs and 
** public carriers.”’ 

“The effect of this decision wil! be far- 
reaching,”’ said Corporation Counsel Walker 
last night, *“‘ but I wish to have an opportu- 
nity to study the entire opinion of the Fed- 
eral Supreme judiciary before commenting 
on the case.”’

“ As a principle | am willing to accept thc 
decision of the court,’’ said Newton Part- 
ridge, counsel for the Rogers Park Water 
company. ‘“‘It has been a surprise to the 
attorneys of Chicago, but as a principle that 
a municipality has the right to control pub- 
lie utilities 1 am willing to accept the de- 
cision. We shail endeavor to prove in the 
Cireuit Court that our rates in Rogers Park 
ure not extortionate, as they are not, con- 
sidering ‘the conditions. ‘The Legisiature 
should have no excuse for not passing tho 
bills which would grant the city the right 
to reguiate gas and electric light rates and 
street car fares, the decision upholding the 
statute giving authority to regulate waicr 
rates.” 


BANK AT SOMERSET, O., IS 
BLOWN OPEN BY ROBBERS.

Seven Men Engaged in Early Morning 


Burglary Secure Only $5,000, Over- 
léoking Larger Sums in Haste. 


Columbus, O., March 26.—Seven men blew 
open and robbed the Somerset Bank early 
this morning... Only about $5,000 in cash was 
taken, the robbers in their hurry overlooking 
$5,000 in gold coin and $30,000 in bonds and 
time securities. Three men worked in the 
bank and four were stationed as sentinels 


nearby. 
The bank at Somerset is located in a brick 


building, and the force of the explosions 


blew out the entire front and scattered débris 
all over the street. 

The bank is a State institution. Samuel 
Ream is the President and A. B. Ream the 
cashier. The loss is fully covered by insur- 
ance. 

At the first explosion, Mr. Hayes, living 
opposite the bank, came out and was met by 
the sentinel stationed there and told to go 
back. Mr. Lovett, another citizen, took four

SHB GRAB IN METER RULE. 


CICERO PEOPLE SAY NEW WATER 
CHARGE IS UNJUST. 


System Approved at Recent Meeting of 
the Town Board Makes It Compul.- 
sory That Each Consumer Spend $13 
for a Measuring Device Which, the 
Objectors Say, Can Be Bought on the 
Open Market for $9—May Appeal to 

-the Courts. 


Citizens of the south part of Cicero are in 
cpen rebellion against the recent edict of 
the Town board which changed the payment 
of water fees from an annual tax to a 
measurement system and which will compel 
each householder to install a meter at an 
expense of $14.25. The majority of the house- 
holders are workingmen in Moderate cir- 
cumstances, who can ill afford the outlay, 
and three mass-meetings already have been 
held to protest against the ordinance. The 
election of trustees is approaching and 
“ meters or no méters’’ has been introduced 
as the campaign issue. 

The part of Cicero south of Twelfth street 
is supplied with water by the Berwyn water 
works system, now owned and operated by 
the Cicero Town board. Householders have 
paid an annual sum, according to the proper- 
ty frontage, which has varied from $9 to 
$20 for the water consumed. The water 
works are self-supporting. 


Order a Meter System. 


Recently the Town hoard passed an ordi- 
nance to abolish this system and instal! 
meters, charging 20 cents per thousand feet 
of water used. Ib is claimed that the board 
did not advertise for bids, but awarded the 


contract to the National Crown Meter com- | 


pany to furnish the meters for $12.50 each, 
with an extra charge of 75 cents for con- 
nection. 

At the mass-meetings held this week it was 
represented that these meters can be bought 
in the market for $Meach, Ati the meeting in 
Berwyn F. B. Pease, J. H. Moore, and W. D. 
Dennis were appointed as a commiittee to 
investigate the entire transaction. The citi- 
zens are alsé incensed over the charge of 
20 cents per thousand feet, while in River- 
side the municipal water plant charge is only 
half that sum. The ordinance, it is said, 
originated with Oak Park residents who wish 
their neighbors on the south to pay more 
money into the Town board's treasury. 


May Appeal to Courts. 


Attorney Pease has not completed his in- 
vestigation, but he said last night that the 
committee probably would try to enjoin the 
board from installing the meters on the plea 
that there was no advertisement for bids. 
The matter at the time was bitterly fought 
by the south town trustees in the board 
meeting. Trustees E. M. Cole and W. W. 
Waters left the meeting, expecting to be ac- 
companied by B. B. Dutton and thereby de: 
stroy the quorum. Mr. Dutton, however, re- 
mained and the measure was passed. 

None of the retiring members of the board 
is mentioned for re@lection this spring, and 
the residents feel that the trustees therefore 


did not have the best interests of the voters 


at heart when they passed the meter ordi- 
nance. Trustee Cole and President Jones 
are holdovers. In the district affected by the - 
meter question Trustees Dutton and Waters 
retire. There already are two tickets in the 
field, but neither one as yet has taken a 
stand on the meter issue. W. G. Dunham of 
Clyde has been nominated by the Repub- 
licans to run against George Bemis, also of 
Clyde, on the citizens’ ticket, and T. J. 
Linden of Morton Park is the Republican 
candidate opposing Frank Moore of Haw- 
thorne, the citizens’ nominee. 

Meanwhile, in Harlem, the Independent 
Citizens’ ticket was announced yesterday as 
follows: Otto Geoke for President, L. Stah- 
mer for Clerk, and N. Armbrust, E. Hassel- 
bring, and M. Dammon for Trustees. An- 
other ticket, as yet unnamed, is composed of 
J. 8. Klimmer for President, H. C. Meier for 
Clerk, and H, Leudke, C. Hillmer, and H. 
Schultz for Trustees. é

Garry Hermann’s Owner Says 
Horse Stable Is Too Expensive.

Charles Head Smith yesterday confirmed the sale 
of Garry Hermann to Captain Brown of Pittsburg, 
and added that the transfer of the Esher colt put 
him out of the business so far as the ownership of 
horses was concerned, the good 38-year-old being 
the lastyof his stable.

Even if the colt was as good as we figured the con- 
tract would be a big tax on his earnings, and if 
anything should happen to throw him out of train- 
ing the whole prdéposition would be a dead loss. I 
tried to <¢ some more horses, but the prices put 
upon the, 2-year-dlds and some others I had in 
mind were out of all reason, and so, after giving 
the matter considerable thought, I decided to ac- 
cept the $20,000 offer.’’

JOHNSON-ON THE MOVE 


AMERICAN ‘LEAGUE PRESIDENT 
| MAKES MYSTERIOUS TRIP. 


Returns to Chicago from Conference 
with His Eawyer and Leaves for the 
East at Once—Probability of Some 

; Action Against Players Who Jump 
Pays His Re- 
spects to His, Former Employer— 
White Stoékings’ Practice Trip. « 


President Ban Johnson of the American 
league returned from the East yesterday, 
stopped ‘at his/office just long enough to read 
the bunch of letters and telegrams awaiting 
him, and then-left for parts unknown, re- 
fusing to name his destination for fear the 
National league might kidnap him, he said. 

Mr. Johnson had been in Cincinnati the 
day before in conference with the American 
league’s ‘attorney, and that fact,’ coupled 
with the increased activity of the National 
league in inducing players who have signed 
American league contracts to ju them and 
stick with the National league, leads to the 
supposition that the expansionists are medi- 
tating some retaliatory measures either at 
law or in defiance of It. 

The inference is ‘that Mr. Johnson went to 
Cleveland to confer with Vice President 
Somers béforé making a final decision re- 
garding the future policy of the league. 

Before leaving Mr. Johnson said: ‘“Idon't 
dare tell where I am going for fear the Na- 
‘tlonal léague will try to intimidate me into 
signing: with one of its clubs. This contract 
jumping is getting to be a bit monotonous. 
‘I see by the papers that Pitcher Dineen is the 
latest one of our men the Nationa! league has 
bulldozed into the belief that its option 
clause will hold wafer. Some of the weak- 
kneed players, may not find it so funny after 
all to sign twe contracts. No, we don’t want 
them. ‘There are enough good players to go 
around,-without employing. any contract 
jumpers. We have a clean reputation, and 
think too much of it to even try to get a man 
who has signed a National league contract 
for the season, ner do we want any mén in 
our business who are dishonest enough to 
sign two contracts for the same season with 


different leagues.” 
Handieap to Young League. 

If the American league does not intend 
te attempt:to reclaim the men who have 
jumped its centracts, as President Johnson 
says, there is the other alternative that it may 
attempt to make it impossible for the jumping 
players to play in the National league, as the 
new form of contract in use this year ig believed 
to be much.more binding in law than the old one. 
The American leagué has hitherto refrained from 
any attempt te make a player jump an actual 
contract, and announces’ its intention of sticking 
to that policy. If it’ does it will find itself badly 
handicapped in the fight for _ ers, as the Na- 
tional league openly states it does not propose 
to leave any stone .unturned in its efforts to kill 
the. American league, and will have no regard 
for any ‘contracts signed with its rival. It may 
be that the American le e is already consider- 
ing ‘the ‘advisability of fighting the old magnates 
with their. own’ weapons.

Considerable excitement was furnished at 
the automobile show at the Coliseum last 
evening by the series of obstacle races put 
on by the management.

TUNNEL WORK IS REJECTED. 


Milwaukee Official Finds Violations of 
| Specifications in Contract with 
Chicago Firm. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
The Board of Public Works has discovered 
such serious defects tn the work being done 
on the Kinnikinnic flushing tunnel by ac 
Chicago contractors, Meehan & Courtney, 
that they have ordered every foot of work 
already put in by these contractors torn out. 
Not only this, but they have compelled the 
contractors to dismiss their foreman, Dan 
McCaigue, and City Inspector Pat Dunn has 
been relieved from duty at the tunnel. be- 
cause he passed the work. The board hag re- 
fused to allow the contractors a dollar on the 
work already done until such time as they 
replace the defective work. 

It is claimed that in some sections of the 
work there are but three rings of brick, in- 
stead of the four called for by the specifica- 
tions. The work on the tunnel is under the 
immediate charge of Commissioner of Public | 
Works Frank Niezorawski, and as the result 
of his investigations, the board ordered the 
inner ring of brick to be relayed on March 19. 

Since then Niezorawski became convinced 
that, the orders of the board had not been 
complied with, and secured evidence that for 
a part of the distance only three rings of 
‘brick had been laid in the tunnel. The con- 
tractors have already expended $5,000 In sink- 
ing shafts and putting in the first 100 feet of 
the tunnel. The contract calls for an ex- 
penditure of $50,000.

Legislature Enacts Law Giving Cor- 
porations Great Privileges and Ex- 
empting Them from Taxation. 


Phoenix, Ariz., March 26.—[Special.]—An 
act regulating corporations has been passed 
by the Arizona Legislature and signed by 
the Governor which outstrips in many points 
the New Jersey corporation lawe. It pro- 
vides that any number of persons may incor- 
porate for any business with stock fully paid 
and non-assessable and that private prop- 


| erty of directors and stockholdersis exempt- 


ed from corporate debts. The incorpofators 
need not be residents of Arizona and they 
need not appear in thé Territory, but the 
law requires the appointment of.a resident 
agent upon whom service may be made.

Wabash Loses Fare Suit in Michigan, 


Lansing, Mich., March 26.—The Supreme Court

no material change in 
the garrison ration which will be issued to 
troops at permanent posts. The standard 
articles of fresh beef, flour, beans, potatoes, 
prunes, coffee, sugar, vinegar, salt, pepper, 
soap, and candies remain about the same, 
The item of sugar is increased five pounds per 
100 rations. The former items of syrup and 
molasses are omitted. 

For troops stationed in Alaska the issue of 
candles ie increased from one and one-half 
pounds to two pounds to the hundred. The 
travel ration is practically unchanged, the 
standard articies being soft bread, canned 
corn, beef, baked beans, coffee, and sugar. 
The item-of canned tomatoes, fifty pounds to 
the hundred rations, is added. Formerly 
this item was only issued to troops which had 
been out five days. The item of beane is cut 
down to ‘twenty-five pounds from thirty- 
three pounds or forty-five pounds, according 
to the size of the can, per hundred rations. 

An entirely new ration is that for troops in 
the field in active campaign. This is about 
the same as the garrison ration in composi- 
tion and quantity, except that baking powder 
is added, and one and two-fifths ounces of 
jam takes the place of one and three-fifths 
ounces of prunes as the fruit component. 

It has been found that the troops in the 
field, especially those in the tropics, crave 
sweets. For this reason the sugar ratipn for 
both garrison troops and troops in the fleld 
has been increased, and jam is added to the 
list as a necessity rather than as a delicacy, 

The new order provides for food for troops 

‘on army transports and for an emergency 
ration to be used only at such times and in 


such places that regular rations are not ment 


tainable.

CITY OF MEXICO, March 19.—General 
Diaz ‘is still im Cuertravaca;and, despite 
many rumors te the contrary, is _ en- 
joying good health. He is expected to arrive 
in the capital between now and the end of 
the month, to resume the labors of his high 
office, 
improved, became ill again, and is now re- 
turning to Mexico in vigorous health. This, 
his first vacation to recuperate his strength 
after sixteen years of the hardest kind if 
work, has given rise to all kinds of reports 
affecting the credit of the nation and its great 
commercial enterprises. 

For sixteen years Porfirio Diaz has guided 
the fortunes of Mexico with rare wisdom and 
wonderful success, making this republic the 
leading Spanish-American country of the 
continent. During all ‘this time this mar- 


velous man has had no rest, save a few hunt- |, 
ing expeditions of two,or:three days’ dura-' 


tion. It, is the wish of the le nation that 
he should go away and*take the rest he so 
richly deserves. He loyes his country and 
loves to labor. for it, but_if he should com- 
ply with the wishes of his friends and his 
famifly he will rest fer’several months. It is 
said that should he accede to these wishes hu 
will go to Tampico, where thereis good hunt- 
ing and fishirig. 

‘Diaz is’a great hunter an@ loves to shoot 
deer. Some of his friends*say that he may 
go to France; at least, this is supposed to 
be the cherished desire of his charming and 
accomplished wife, whom the people‘love for 
her charity and many virtues equally as well 
as they do her illustrious husband. It is al- 
most a settled fact that Diaz will go some- 
where to rest up immedfately after Con- 
gress has met and some of the pending bus- 
ness has been dispatched. 

The Frenchmen here would be happy if he 
went to France; the Americans would be 
proud if he went to the United States for his 
vacation, and what a hearty welcome he 
would get! A long rest would prolong his 
life. The love that the people have for him is 
demonstrated by the avidity with which the 
suggestion of a vacation is taken up and dis- 
cussed in the clubs, cafés, and on the streets, 
and the general approval of the same from all 
classes. 

Limantour May Act as President. 

If General Diaz leaves there is hardly any 
doubt but whet Minister Limantour will be 
appointed by special act of Congress to act 
in his place while away. Should Diaz go 
abroad he may be accompanied by a mem- 
ber of his Cabinet—Mr. Mariscal or Generai 
Cosio. This leads to discussion of Cabinet 
appointments, The name most prominently 
mentioned is that of the brilliant: lawyer, 
Sefior Joaquin Casasus, who is: favorably 
known both at home and abroad.

PAPER TO H. H. KOHMLSAAT. 


Latter Will Continue the Publication 
Under the Joint Name, Frank 8B. 
Noyes of the Washington Star En- 
tering the Business as a Part Owner 
—Evening Post to Be Purchased by 
a Syndicate Which Is Headed by J. 
Cc. Shaffer. 


Two changes in the ownership of local 
newspapers were announced yesterday. The 
Chicago Record was sold by Victor F. Law- 
son to H,.H. Kohisaat and is to be combined 
‘mmediately with the Chicago Times-Herald, 
the name to be changed to the Chicago Réc- 
ord-Herald. The Chicago Evening Post has 
been sold by Mr. Kohlsaat to a syndicate 
headed by J. C. Shaffer of Evanston. 

The announcement of the purchase of the 
Record was made by Mr. Kohlsaat as fol- 
lows: 

“ The Times-Herald om Thursday morning 
will become the Record-Herald. Frank B. 
Noyes, publisher of the Washington Star, 
and President of the Associated Press, has 
acquired an interest in the Record-Herald 
and will be its publisher, H. H. Kohlsaat de- 
voting his entire time to the editorial conduct 
of the Record-Herald.”’ , 


Few Changes to Be Made. 

Mr. Kohlsaat owned 97% per cent of the 
Times-Herald stock. The amount sold by 
him to Mr. Noyes leaves the majority of the 
stock in Mr. Kehisaat's hands. Mr. Noyes 
will have control and charge of the business 
part of the paper, the circulation department 
being placed in the hands of Mr. Albert 
Beaunisne of the Record. No changes of im- 
portance will be made in the personnel of the 
Times-Herald staff. 

Mr. Noyes is at the Virginia Hotel. His 
family is going to Europe, but will reside in 
Chicago in the future. Mr. Noyesis 387 years 
old and has filled practically every position 
on a newspaper in both mechanical and edi- 
torial departments. 


Mr. Lawson’s Statement. 


The announcement of the sale of the Rec- 
ord .is also made editorially in the latter 
paper this morning. Mr. Lawson, after tell- 
ing of the establishment of the News and 
Record, says: ‘ 

‘For the last thirteen years I have con- 
ducted both the Record and the Daily News 
as sole editor, publisher, and owner. During 
these years American journalism has so de- 
veloped that the publication of a single met- 
ropolitan newspaper now imposes such re- 
sponsibilities as seem to fairly and wisely 
measure the activities of one man, as their 
successful discharge should certainly fully 
satisfy his every proper ambition.”’ 

Mr. Lawson then continues: 

"In view of these conditions it seems wise 
that I should now recognize those reasona- 
ble limitations of business activity to which 
the years entitle me, and content myself 
with the labors and responsibilities of one 
newspaper. Acting upon this conviction, I 
have sold the Chicago Record to Mr. Her- 
man H. Kohlsaat, who will hereafter issue 
it in conjunction with the Chicago Times- 
Herald under the title the Chicago Record- 
Herald.’’ 


Sale of the Evening Post. 


Final steps of a deal for the purchase of 
the Evening Post will be taken on Saturday, 
by which the ownership of the property will 
pass from H. H. Kohlsaat to the syndicate 
headed ty Mr. Shaffer. The new owners of 
the newspaper will take possession on April 
1 and will remain in their present quarters 
in Washington street for a year, when it is 
understood the place of publicatfon will be 
changed. The paper will be of the Harms- 
worth ‘ tabloid ’’ pattern—sixteen pages, just 
half the size of the present page.

TEAR DOWN SHOT TOWER, 
FOR YEARS A LANDMARK. 


Workmen Engaged in Reducing Tall 
Structure Which Was Erected in 
1869—Lower Bricks by Elevator. 


Active work has begun in tearing down 
the old shot tower which has stood for thir- 
ty-two years at the corner of North Clinton 
and Fulton streéts.. The old shaft which 
was once used to lift up the lead to the 
melting kettles at the top has been fitted up 
with a chain elevator with twenty-four 
buckets. This is fastened on supports which 
can be lowered as the structure is torn down. 
The elevator is worked by the weight of the 
bricks in the buckets. When the load reaches 
the bottom it is thrown out with such force 
that the sound of the bricks being hurled 
against a temporary fence can be heard for 
a block. 

The men have succeeded in three days in 
tearing down twenty-five feet of the tower. 
It is expected that it will be several weeks 
before the work Is finished. The tower, which 
was built in 1869, was 200 feet high. At the 
top its circumference was twelve feet, the 
walls being thirteen indhes thick. At the 
top were melting kettles and at the bottom 
was a tank of water, four feet deep. The 
molten metal was passed through a sieve and 
was formed into balls by its passage through 
the air, while its fall was broken by the 
water. 

The cost of the tower was something like 
$40,000. In its place will be erected a six-story 
structure for manufacturing purposes

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY.

THE present number of the 
diplomatic list issued by the 
State department at Wash- 

ington I notice that the young 
| kinswoman of the Russian 
Ambassador figures as 
. * Countess Marguerite 
Cassini, although in former 
issues she was invariably de- 
seribed as ‘‘ Mile.” de Cas- 
sini. 

It would be interesting to 
learft by what means this 
change has been made and for what purpose. 
For, of course, no credence can be accorded 
to those ridiculous stories which have been 
circulated in a number of newspapers ac- 
cording to which the young girl has been 


Czar. 

For several successive reigns the rulers of 
Russia have been chary in the extreme about 
granting titles of nobility. Official titles, it 
is true, are distributed with a lavish hand, 
but such titles as that of ‘Count’ and 
“ Baton” .conferred by Russian monarchs 
are rare and only given for services of the 
most exceptional character to the state. 
Thus the Mouravieffs are indebted for their 
title of Count to the fact that General Nicho- 
las Mouravieff added the greater part of Si- 
beria to the Muscovite Empire. Indeed, the 
number of Counts created by Russian mon- 
archs throughout the nineteenth century do 
not probably exceed a dozen all told, if in- 
deed as many. 

The story, therefore, that the Czar recent- 
ly created Mile. Cassini a Russian Countess 
in her own right is preposterous. For neither 
she nor the Ambassador has rendered such 
signal service to the Russian Empire as to 
warrant such exceptional distinction, while 
no official record has ever been made of the 
grant of any such honor in the official press 
at St. Petersburg nor in any other official 
publications, either Russian or foreign. 
"Moreover, nothing is known of the grant of 
any such honor either at court or in official 
circles at St. Petersburg. 

The Ambassador himself is not a Russian 


} Count, but a Roman one. The title of Count 


was granted to one of his ancestors in the 
last century by the Pope of the day. The 
Cassinis retained their Italian title of Count 
when they transferred their allegiance to 
France, and about sixty years ago they 
changed thetr nationality afresh and became 
subjects of Emperor Nicholas I. of Russia, 
who likewise allowed them to retain their 
Italian title of Count. That is to say, the 
Ambassador, although he !s a subject of the 
Czar, is not a member of the Russian no- 
bility, his title being, a® stated above, Ital- 


ian. 


Count, so are all the other Cassinis now 
subject to the Czar's rule, and, this being 
the case, Mile. Marguerite Cassini, who, I 
understand, is a niece or grandniece of the 
Ambassador, must have been already a 
Countess—that is to say, possessed of an 
Italian coronet~—when she came to Washing- 
ton. Why. then,-did she make her début 
there as “ Mademoiselle,” and why has there 
been such a flourish of trumpets about her 
alleged recent elevation to the ranks of the 
nobility? 

If th® Czar had wished to bestow any par- 
ticular mark of distinction upon the young 
woman, calculated to strengthen her social 
position and prestige at Washington, he 


could have appointed her to be an honorary 
maid of honor to the Czarina, as was done 
in the case of the daughters of the former 
Russian Ambassador,at Paris and of the 
present Russian envoy in London.

Cassini is not even the Russian 
Ambassador's full-fledged daughter, but only 
his daughter by adoption. 

It seems to me that the State department, 
which is responsible to the people of the 
United States for the data contained in the 
official diplomatic list, owes the public an 
explanation about this matter, and I would 
merely recall the fact that the last time I 
had occasion to call the attention of the 
State department to a question of this kind 
the diplomat concerned wrote me a rather 
pathetic letter, which I now possess, admit- 
ting the justice of my commems. 

While Queen Victoria's private boudoir at 
Windsor is to be left untouched and unused 
for the present, King Edward has determined 
to restore to use all those apartments at 
Windsor, at Balmoral, at Osborne, and at 
Buckingham Palace which by orders of her 
late Majesty had beén kept locked up ever 
since the death of the Prince Consort, nearly 
forty years ago. The apartments thus closed 
were some of the finest and most commo- 
dious in the several palaces in question, and 
the late Queen's action in prohibiting their 
use, while a pathetic tribute to the memory 
of her dead husband, was a source of bound- 
less trouble and discomfort. 

This form of reverence to the dead had 
indeed become well-nigh intolerable. Thus, 
if King Edward and his consort were so un- 
comfortable at Frogmore during the first 
year of their married life, it was because all 
the best rooms im the house, which had been 
occupied by the Queen’s mother, the Duchess 
of Kent, had been closed up since her de- 
mise. They were the finest apartments in 
the house, and, although the relations be- 
tween the Queen and the Duchess had often 
been a trifle strained, yet Victoria would 
not hear of her mother’s memory being des- 
ecrated by the rooms being used. 


At Claremont matters were even still 
worse, for there the Queen insisted on the 
apartments being locked up that had been 
occupied by Princess Charlotte of Wales, 
daughter of King George VI., likewise the 
others that had been occupied by herself and 
by Prince Albert during their honeymoon, 
and also the favorite apartments of her 
youngest son, the unfortunate Duke of Al- 
bany. The result was that, although the 


‘widowed Duchess of Albany had toall ap- 


pearances a huge palace assigned to her as 
a residence, yet that she was ridiculously 
cramped for room, owing to ali the best 
apartments in the palace being shut up. 

King Edward has put an end to all this, 
He has caused the apartments occupied by 

s father at Windsor to be thrown open, 

as had their contents, which had remained 
untouched since the Prince Consort's death, 
removed, and is now having them redecorat- 
ed and refurnished for his own use. At Frog- 
more he has in the same way reopened all 
the apartments formerly occupied by his 
gtandmother, the Duchess of Kent, and 
Claremont, as well as other royal English

BEARS FLEE IN LAST HOUR. 


New York Exchange Closes with Prices 
of Stocks Leaping Upward, Led by 
Northern Pacific and Burlington. 


[BY A. SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 26.—[Special.]—The 
closing hour of business on the Stock Ex- 


bear panie, After a day of continued bear pressure 
and ‘short selling, quotations in the last sixty 
minutes of business went up by leaps and bounds 
under the leadership of Northern Pacific and Bur- 
lington; the former advanced ever five points and 
the latter over four. Elsewhere material gains 
also appeared, and the close was buoyant. 

The most striking feature of this late sharp 
advance was the disclosure of tne ‘uct that any 
spirited demand for stocks found the market 
practically bare of them: This is explained by 
the large investme buying which has been a 
feature of the market ever since e:ection. 

The dealings today showed a s‘ight falling off, 
but still went abdve ‘the million shure mark. The 
Gay was characterized by sharp charges and ir- 
regularities. 

The sensational advances in Nerthern Pacific 
and Burlington were corfeidered due to buying by 
Hi!i and Morgan interests. After the close of busi- 
ness it was stated in the street that announcement 
of a lease of Burlington by Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific is not unlikely to be made in the 
near future. The statement was that President 
Hill of the Great Northern was in Boston in con- 
Sultation with the officials of the Burlington in 
réference to a plan to retire Burlington stock In 
eychange for coligteral trust bonds ai the rate 
Of $220in bonds for $100 in stocks, the bonds to be 
guaranteed by Northerh Pacific. 

Incidentally.the, report persisted that Great 
Northern preférred stock’ is to be retired. Coin- 
cident with the advatice in these two shares es- 
pecial stréngth developed the Brie stock, and 
it is again suggested that in the event of the 
successful carrying through of the plan of Mr. 
Hill and Mr. Moérgah Erie will form the Eastern 
link in a great transcontinental system. . 

While aggressive tactics.by the professional trad- 
ers undoubtedly dislodged a. great many stop loss 
orders on the long side of.the market, a careful sur- 
vey of the day’s operations was believed by many 
persons also to disclose adroit manipulation by the 
lafger interests that are at present engaged in 
important plans for the upbuilding of various rail- 
way. properties. Some close observers éstimated 
that the short interest in.the market was larger 
than at any time in-a number of months past. In 
support of this theory the point was made that 
commission houses, known to have large accounts 
on the long side, received unusually urgent appli- 
ations to borrow various stocks before the close 
of business. 

When the stock market was weakest today a 
reporter went to the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
and to a member of that firm explained that some 
of the selling of the market had been induced by 
the report that another payment on account of 
the steel trust. deal had been called for, and that, 
as a result, notwithstanding assurances to the con- 
trary, the money market would certainly be dis- 
turbed and’ that higher rates Would follow. To 
this Mr. Morgan's partner said: 

“And so they are selling the market on that 
assumption, are they? Well, let them sell. Per- 
haps they know and perhaps they don’t. 

*“ But how absolutely ridiculous. Don’t they 
know that the steel deal is already financed, or 
have they to be told it over again. Let me say 
that there will be no high money rates—money 
‘will be easy.”’ 

Today’s higher London money rate directed at- 
tention again to the course of sterling exchange, 
which is stea@ily approaching a basis where gold 
export calculations may be in order. However re- 
mote today’s rate may be from actua! shipments, 
the situation is such as to favor gold engagements 
should mohey continue easy in this market and 
become much tighter abroad. 

The activity of the Gould stocks and the activity 
of financiers interested in them lead to the belief 
that the object of recent conferences is the unifica- 
tion of the Gould roads under the control of Mis- 
souri Pacific. The combination will include the 
Missouri Pacific, St. Loufs and Iron Mountain, 8t.

In a superficial way the depression which char- 
acterized the market the greater part of the day, 
was ascribed in part to the political and monetary 
uncertainties in Europe. 

A variety of rumors abounded. One tale was to 
the effect that the United States was involved in 
a Chinese imbroglio. Another told of the certainty 
of an anthracite coal strike; still a further re- 
cital had it that legal proceedings in New Jersey 
would upset the new steel trust; and finally there 
were representations that the biggest banks. in 
the city, disturbed over business conditions, were 
d&termined upon a money market squeeze. And 
every one of the tales was false. The weakness, 
however, was unimportant, and, as stated, did not 
last till the end of the day. 


IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


General Tendency of Cash and Securi- 
ties in Wall Street. 


NEW YORK, March 26.—The recurrence of the 
story of a Northwestern railroad deal coupling 
Northern Pacific and Burlington was the occa- 
sion of an extraordinary and impressive upward 
movement in the late stock market today. The 
recovery was due to precipitate covering of short 
contracts. The attack on the market by the bear 
element had met with success and they had broken 
‘prices throughout practically the whole market. 
When the bears found their attack no longer con- 
tested they offered prices down boldly and made 
inroads of between 1 and 2 points in practically all 
the active stocks in the list.

After the first rush only 
ten days’ time will be allowed for passing upon ap- 
plications. Officials of the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph companies have not quite ar- 
ranged their schedules of rates for this service, 
but this will be done shortly, and blank applica- 
tions printed at once for distribution. The officials 
still hope to begin the service April 1. One of the 
numerous compromises in the contract between the 
board and telegraph companies was on the length 
of that instrument. The telegraph companies 
originally wanted a five year term, the Board of 
Trade officials suggested two years. Finally, as 
the new deal was largely experimental, it was de- 
cided to make the contract run one year, and 
thereafter until sixty days’ notice of its termina- 
tion have been given by one or the other party. 
Under such terms the contract might last four- 
teen months or might become perp®tual. 

“Corn is worth on its merits,’’ declared 
Scotten, ‘‘ with hogs selling where they are now. 
There are 60,000,000 bu less in dealers’ hands than 
there were a year ago, and what if the govern- 
ment does make the farm reserves 3,000,000 bu 
larger, the difference is still 57,000,000 bu in favor 
of the bull, and the farmers will be too busy the 
next two months with their spring work to do much 
marketing. There is a good inquiry, too, for cash 
stuff, both from exporters and manufacturers.”’ 

The Argentine corn situation is not without a 
good deal of interest to American traders in that 
cereal. They have already heard considerable 
about early shipments from that country, and 
have been impressed with the idea that free offer 
ings of Argentine corn in European markets would 
create an indifference to offerings of American 
corn. An analysis of the situation shows little 
probability of vast quantities of corn moving out 
of Argentina at the present time. March there 
corresponds, about with September here, periods 
when corn is not in shipping condition. Traders 
who realize this fact are not therefore disturbed 
by the bear bluff of heavy Argentine shipments. 
The shipment of corn from Argentine points be- 
fore cold weather has properly seasoned it has 
been tried before, and invariably with indifferent 
success. The Review of the River Plate has been 
investigating this subject and says: ‘' During the 
last shipping season of this cereal several im- 
portant lots were sent in fulfillment of contracts, 
as also on speculation, which resulted badly, ow- 
ing to their having been rejected for bad quality, 
and for having become heated during the voyage, 
which makes the grain arrive in unmerchantabie 
condition. It is useless to think of shipping corn 
in the holds of steamers and other vessels unless 
it has first experienced the action of the frosts; 
in other words, it should be left without harvesting 
until there has been sufficient really cold weather 
to harden the outer skin, or enamel of the grain.’’

In the Rogers Park case the Village of Rog- 
ers Park granted by ordinance to the Rogers 
Park Water company in 1888 the right to 
enpply water for thirty years, with the ex- 
press provision that the company might dur- 
ing that time charge certaiu specified rates. 
In 1897, Rogers Park having in the mean- 
time been annexed to Chicago, the Chicago 
City Council passed an ordinance reducing 
the rates of this company to correspond with 
those charged by the city. The company 
thereupon cut off its supply from a patron 
who refused to pay the higher rates, he 
brought a mandamus proceeding to compel 
the restoration of the service, the case was 
decided aguipst the company about two 
years ago by the State Supreme Court, and 
it was then appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court. The decision of the latter 
body has been awaited with much interest 
because of the probability that it would 
have an important bearing upon the power 
of, public regulation of quasi-public cor- 
porations in general. 

The State Supreme Court took the broad 
ground that such a corporation as this 
Rogers Park one is essentially in the posi- 
tion of a public servant, that in performing 
a public service it has no right to practice 
extortion upon the public, that it cannot en- 
title itself so to do by pleading a specific 
concession to that effect from the municipal 
authority, and hence that the company in 
question could not rightfully object to .a- 
reduction of its unreasonable charges al- 
though they had been specifically permitted 
in its grant. : 

The ordinance of the city was passed under 
a special statute enacted in 1891, authoriz- 
ing cities to regulate water rates. To af- 
firm the validity of the ordinance, however, 
would apparently be to affirm that the State 
possesses and can delegate to municipali- 
ties power of regulation over the ¢harges 
of public service corporations and that, too, -

THE BLACK OAT INDUSTRY. 

The announcement that a company has 
been organized at Winsted, Conn., for the 
raising of black cats for commercial pur- 
poses. will be received with regret and in- 
dignation by the various eat clubs of the 
country. A Connecticut Yankee, descend- 
ant from a long line of shoe-peg oats and 
wooden nutmeg manufacturers, has made 
the discovery that black cat skins are 
worth in the market 50 cents per pelt, and 
that a large profit can be made from breed- 
ing cats. 

This scheme opens up a new career for 
cats and considerably enhances their value 
and importance, especially for the cats 
which are cradled in the lap of luxury. Of 
coprse alley cats are not worth the skinning. 
Living, as they do, upon garbage and en- 
gaged in continuous nocturnal warfare with 
each other, their pelts are valueless. Only 
those who are well taken care of have skins 
fit for the market. Hitherto cats of this 
kind have been, practically of no value to 
any one. They are too pampered to catch 
rats and mice and spend their time sleep- 
ing and receiving the maudlin adoration of 
their admirers. They have never had any 
value except a. sentimental one to their 
owners, while they have been, Jike most 
pet animals, more or less of a nuisance to 
others. lt is somewhat difficult to under- 
stand why a black cat should be preferred 
to a cat of any other color when it is to be 
utilized in the adornment of lovely woman, 
but it is pleasant to know that even a black 
eat can be put t6 some practical use.

THE HEALTH OF CUBA. 

Every American who returns from a 
visit to Cuba speaks in praise of the im- 
proved sanitary conditions in that island. 
This is one of the results of American con- 
trol which everybody can gee. “The new 
schools are scattered and cannot be so easily 
examined. Honest and economical govern-- 
ment is not a thing that necessarily makes 
itself known to the senses of the transient 
visitor. But the fact that Havana and 
Santiago have become clean and healthful 
for the first time in their existence can be 
seen and appreciated by all. 

The report of the chief sanitary officer of 
Cuba for the last month shows that the 
death rate in Havana for February, 1901, 
was only 19.32 in the thousand, as com- 
pared with a rate of 82.32 for February, 
1898, under Spanish rule. These figures 
bear! eloquent testimony to the valne of 
American management of Cuban affairs. 
The death rate in Havana last month was 
much lower than that of New Orleans,-or 
Mobile, or Jacksonville, or New York. 
Whitewashing and disinfecting houses, 
asphalting streets, quarantining fever pa- 
tients, waging war on infection bearing 
mosquitoes—these are all features of Gen- 
eral Wood's system of sanitation. The re- 
sults they have produced cannot be dénied 
or discounted. 

This work is due entirely to American oc- 
cupation. It is work in which the Cubans 
have little interest, though it has a vital 
bearing on their health and happiness. If 
all American control were suddenly re- 
moved from the island this great work of 
sanitation would at once begin to go by 
default. The Cubans do not realize or un- 
derstand the connection between filth and 
disease. In the absence of American en- 
terprise they would soon let the garbage and 
dirt accumulate in their streets, and would 
allow yellow fever to smolder and spread 
from one year’s end to another. The in- 
fection would inevitably be carried, asx be-
